CONSTITUTION OF COLDWATER BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, 


Article 1. This Association Shall be kno 


wn as the Coldwater 
Baptist Association of Mississippi. 


Article 2. The purpose of this Asso.

| tion concerning the Statistical, financial and spiritual] condition of the 
! churches; to Suggest and advise as to the best means of promoting the 
interests of all institutions fostered by the Baptists of Mississippi, 

and to more closely unify the work of the churches, . 
Article 3, The officers of this Association Shall be a Moderator, 
Clerk and Treasurer, who shall be elected 


annually by ballot, at each 
meeting of the Association, each accredited delegate to be entitled 
to a vote. 


Article 4. The duties of the Modera 
Ing to order, to preside over the delibe 


tor shall be to call the meet- 
rations of the body when in 











Article 5. The duties of the Clerk shall be to receive and file all 
letters or other communications delivered to him by the messengers, 
to faithfully record the proceedings of the Association, and to prepare 
and have printed and distribute all committee reports, statistical] 


tables and such other proceedings and information as may be deemed 


Article 6. The duties of the Treasurer shall be to receive all 
money that may be sent up by the churches or otherwise contributed, 
to disburse the same under the instructions of the Association in 
accordance with the purposes for which said money was designed. 


Article 7; The meeting of this Association shall be held annually 
at such time and Place as may be designated by the members when 
in session, provided, that in the event any annual meeting shall not 
be held at the time or place as designated, then the officers of the 
Association may name a time and place for the meeting. 


Shall present letters of correspondence from their respective churches 
Showing their election as messengers, the number of members in 
fellowship, the number received during the preeeding year by baptism, 
by letter, by restoration, the number dismissed by letter, excluded, 
Suspended or diet, and the amounts contributed by the church to all 
objects during the year. 


Article 9. Each church within the bounds of this Association 
shall be entitled to three messengers until its membership exceeds 
fifty, and one messenger for each additional fifty members or frac- 
tional part thereof. 


Articles 10. Churches of this Association failing to have a repre- 
Sentative at any meeting will be expected to state the reason for 
such failure at the next meeting, and if any church shall fai] for 
three consecutive meetings to have a representative, the Association 
may consider it dropped from the roll of membership, or may send a 
committee to inquire into the state of the church, as the Association 
may deem advisable. 

Article 11. Other Baptist churches may be admitted to this union 
by signifying their desire to do 80, by messengers and letters, pro- 
vided they be deemed orderly and orthodox, and are willing to walk

Article 12. The funds necessary for the expenses of the Associa- 
tion, such as printing minutes, paying the Clerk and other incidental 
expenses, shall be furnished by voluntary contributions, and the

At each annual meeting of this body, it shall be the 
duty of the Moderator by and through the recommendation of the 
churches, and by and with the advice and consent of the Association, 
to appoint an Executive Committee, to be composed of one member 
from each church composing this body, and to name from the members 
So chosen a chairman whose duty it shall be to call the members 
together and to preside during their deliberations.
